A headquarters spokesman said 
Australian invaders of northwest- 
ern Borneo, pushing south of cap- 
tured Miri, have made their first 
contact with the withdrawing Jap- 
anese.

GIs Hold Family Reunions 
At Ft. McPherson's Phones 


By MARY KEY WYNNE 


The smiles and laughter—the 


heartbreak and tears—of human 


drama are roles enacted every day at the three telephone centers at 


Fort McPherson. 

Boys, many of whom are calling 
home for the first time since re- 
turning from overseas duty, mill 
through the centers daily—some 
staying only a few minutes, others 
for hours waiting for their tele- 
phone calls to be completed. 

Hundreds of these soldiers come 
to the separation center at Fort 
Mac each day for processing. A 
number of them are liberated pris- 
oners of war being discharged 
from the Army or receiving 60- 
day leaves. 


During one evening’s visit to the | 
centers last week, The Constitution | 
reporter saw these varied human | 
emotions welling from the hearts | 


of men who have seen the horrors 
of war and imprisonment. 
BAD NEWS 

One soldier, just returned from 
the European theater of operations, 
came: out of a telephone booth. 
His body was shaken with sobs— 
scorching tears burned his face. 
He stumbled to the doorway, lean- 
ed on it helplessly for support, put 
his hands to his face and cried 
without shame. 

This khaki-clad fellow had 
fought long endless months with 
only the happy thoughts of getting 
home to his mother and father to 
spur him on. He loved his father 
They had always 


And then, when he called his 
folks, who live in a small Georgia 
town, his mother told him that his 
father had died of a stroke two 
days before. 

But not all of these calls result 


‘in sorrow and grief. 


For an example, there was the 
red-haired fellow who nearly 
knocked himself out getting to the 
phone when the telephone attend- 
ant announced: “T. Sgt. Charles 
Qualls, your call is ready in booth 
number two.” 

GOOD NEWS 

He sat down in that small booth 
apparently with all the comfort of 
being in a big easy chair. 
smile that beamed from his face 
would have put the sun’s own rays 
in the dark. 

The Eighth Air Force sergeant, 
veteran of 31 missions over Ger- 
many, talked and talked, and talk- 
ed. . And he would look out at the 
GIs who were waiting for calls, 
and he’d grin, and then he'd talk 
some more. 

After approximately 30 minutes 
of conversation, he hung up the 
receiver and walked out of the 
booth. He was brimming over 
with joy, for Sgt. Qualls had just 
heard the voice of his best girl, 
who lives in Chattanooga, Tenn. 
She didn’t know he was in the 


United States, and what a thrill it} 


was to surprise her! 

Tech. Jewell D. Shugart, of 307 
Gramling street, Marietta, was sit- 
ting around in hopes of reaching 
his wife by telephone to tell her 


he’d be home the next day with an | 


honorable discharge. 
Shugart, a member of the “Hell 


on Wheels” Second Armored Divi- | 


sion, had spent two: and a half 
years in Africa, 
Belgium, Holland and Germany, 
and had 107 points to his credit. 
TALK WITH SON 

Set. James P. Little was sweat- 
ing it out until he could talk with 
his wife in Albany. He could hard- 
ly wait to listen to his 19-months- 
old boy, whom he had never seen. 
Little was unshaken in the belief 
that his baby would have a man- 
to-man chat with him. 

But when the sergeant left the 
telephone booth, he reluctantly ad- 
mitted that the baby boy had only 
gargled a bit. Little, a 110-point 
man who served in Gen. Hodges’ 
First Army, was up for a dis- 
charge too. 

This is only a sampling of the 
stories behind these few men who 
are among the many patronizing 
the telephone centers at Fort Mac- 
Pherson. - And now a little about 
the centers themselves. 

There are two telephone cen- 


ters situated near the separation | 


centers, and one at the hospital 
station where some of the returned 
veterans are kept until cured of 


‘any sickness incurred in fighting 


areas. 
COMFORTABLE CENTERS 

The centers are large rooms, 
equipped with comfortable chairs 
and divans, writing desks and sta- 
tionery, attractively colored drap- 
eries and curtains, bookcases filled 
with magazines and newspapers, 
checkerboards and other games, 
water fountains and private tele- 
phone booths. The Southern Bell 
Telephone Company provides 
these homey conveniences to 
make the returnees as much at 
ease as possible while waiting for 
calls. 

At the hospital telephone cen- 
ter, there is a specially made 
booth, which is big enough tc ac- 
commodate wheel-chair patients. 
Amplifying equipment is  furn- 
ished those who do not hear well. 

Each center is manned by sev- 
eral telephone attendants, who 
are on duty to give the men per- 
sonal. services on their calls and 
to help them look-up any neces-

and direct the caller to a booth 
when his party is ready to talk.

The United States Cadet Nurse 
Corps, 112,000 strong, is two years | 
old today. 

In celebration of the corps’ sec- | 
ond anniversary, cadet nurses in| 
Atlanta will attend church serv- 
ices today in the churches of their 
choice. At these services they will 
roceive special recognition from 
the pastors 

As a preliminary to the anni- 
versary, nurses from Grady, Geor-. 
gia Baptist, Crawford Long, Pied- 
mont, St. Joseph’s and Emory Uni- 
versity hospitals toured Lawson 
General hospital yesterday. They 
were the guests of Lt. “ol. E. E. 
Raffensperger, chief nurse at Law- 
gon. 

The U. S. cadet nurse program 
for student nurse recruitment and 
education was created in June, 
1943, when leaders in the nursing 
education and hospital fields met 
with government agencies, direct- 
ly concerned, to determine how 
the wartime demands for nurses 
could be supplied. 

The result was the Bolton act, 
introduced by Mrs. Frances P. 
Bolton, corigresswoman from Ohio. 
The act was passed unanimously 
by the 78th congress. This pro- 
gram, providing an all-expense 
scholarship, has brought profes- 
sional nursing within the reach of 
all young women who are able to 
1 eet the necessary qualifications. 

By augmenting civilian: nursing \ 
services and releasing larger num- 
bers for military use, the corps 
fulfills a two-fold purpose. It also 
maintains a »oo]l from which the 
military can draw when cadet 
nurses become senior cadets or

Asked if the new plants would 
interfere with the farming situa- 
tion, Tucker said the labor supply 
for the past two months has been 
better on the farms than last 
year, largely because of the return 
of men from the armed. services, 
and the return of some workers 
who had been away at shipyards 
which have curtailed their opera- 
tions. Others expected to return 
will be absorbed partly in the 
plants and partly on the farms. 


LUMBER YARDS 


Before the war, the largest 
amount of employment was af- 
forded, industrially, by lumber 
yards and by the Waynesboro Ve- 
neer Company, Tucker explained. 

The new furniture plant expects 
to increase its employment at least 
to 100 as soon as it can get ma- 
chinery to get into full production. 

Opening only a few days ago, 
the plant is engaged for the pres- 
ent in assembling its initial order 
of 5,000 chests of drawers, and 
hopes to turn them out at the 
rate of 100 a day when full assem- 
bly-line operating systems are 
placed in effect. 

The company was formed ty C. 
H. Watford, a former purchasing 
agent from Charlotte, N. C., and 
a groun of local men. Watford 
is president of the $50,000 corpo- 
ration, Tucker is a vice president. 
S. W. Harrington and Roy B. Har- 
grove Sr. are other officers. Both 
are local men. 

The company plans to use the 
assembly-line production method, 
and currently plans to confine its 
operations to the making of cock- 
tail tables, end tables, night ta- 
bles and chests of drawers. Its 
principal market is expected to 
be Georgia, the Carolinas and 
Florida.

NEW BOOK NEWS

THE LATE ALBERT PAYSON TERHUNE made a place for him- | 
self in the memories of a host of fellow-Americans in several ways: 
He was a newspaper and magazine writer of ability and dis 


tinction. 

He was a collie fancier who in 
his day did as much to popularize 
this excellent breed of dog as such 
pictures as “Lassie Come Home” 
and “Laddie, Son of Lassie” are 
doing today. 


He was a dog-story-writer extra- | 


ordinary. 

Such a man, with a small library 
of books and stories to his credit, 
is not likely soon to be forgotten, 
but such a book as “The Terhune 
Omnibus” (Forum) edited by Max 
Herzberg will do much to keep 
his memory alive, and will also 
introduce Mr. 
stories to a new and younger gen- 
eration, 

the word “Omnibus” is wisely 
chosen for the title. The book con- 
veys a variety of subject-matter, 
all parts of which, however, are 
closely related. 

First, there is an introduction by 
Mr. Herzberg. Entitled “Dogs in 
Fact and Fiction.” This is both a

Omnibus” (Forum) edited by Max 
Herzberg will do much to keep 
his memory alive, and will also 
introduce Mr. Terhune and his| 
stories to a new and younger gen- 
eration. 

the word “Omnibus” is wisely 
chosen for the title. The book con- 
veys a variety of subject-matter, 
all parts of which, however, are 
closely related. 

First, there is an introduction by 
Mr. Herzberg. Entitled “Dogs in 
Fact and Fiction.” This is both a 
revealing commentary on canine’ 
history and an appraisal of Mr. | 
Terhune’'s work in this field. Next, | 
there are extracts from Mr. Ter- 
hune’s autobiography, “To the Best | 
of My Memory” and “Two Very 
Real People” in “Proving Noth- 
ing.” Third, is a collection of 10 
of the author’s best known short 
dog stories—“The Coward,” “The 
‘Critter,’ ” “Thane,” etc. A conclud- 
ing section is called “Birds, Cats— | 
and Humans,” and contains dis-| 
courses on why men dislike cats| 
and other Sunnybank (remember | 
the Sunnybank collies?) charac- 
ters, including Fritz, the chesnut. 
gelding: Jack, the frog: the fa-| 
vorite birds; and other pets. |

The men find ita 
stimulating pastime. 

To refute the GI protest that 
“long-hair” music had no tune, 
Maier will dissect some beautiful 
classic like Chopin’s Nocturne in 
F-sharp major, likening the main 
theme to a lovely woman, gown- 
ed first simply, then more and 
more _ elaborately, her moods 
equally changeable, and by thus 
appealing to the ear and the imag- 
ination of his auditors a new ine 
terest and understanding is ime 
mediately aroused. And invaria- 
bly Maier wins out.

The Memoirs 
Of an Ex-Vandal 


This, I suppose, should be titled the recOllec- 
tions of an ex-vandal. 

; The art of watermelon stealing took a severe 
beating when the article of clothing known as “knickers” went out 
of fashion for boys. It was this garment, which supplanted the old 
straight pants, which raised the gentle art of purloining a melon 
from the patch to a new high, giving it touches of the downright 
artistic. 

Before the advent of knickers a boy could steal but one melon 
from the patch. To do this he had to take it in his arms and 
hold it before him. This made running very difficult and many 
is the young vandal who has come to grief running with a water- 
melon.

By this time we were discovered by the late “Cap” Alley, who 
ran lumbering after us, shrieking for the constabulary and threat- 
ening to shoot. 

We were too tired after our escape to do more than remove 
three cases of empty heer bottles from in front of a grocery store 
and putting them along with a wooden keg, got somewhere else, 
on the chancellor’s porch where early morning faculty members 
saw them with startled surprise. 

I also seem to recall that an eating establishment which featured 
small, winking owls, with electric eyes, of course, lost a few to 
fraternity houses. And a genuine stuffed stork, which hung from 
in front of a shop dispensing babies’ clothing, somehow appeared 
hanging in front of a young ladies’ sorority house.- The stuffed 
stork and its removal constituted something of a masterpiece in 
vandalism. 

As a matter of fact, while I deplore vandalism very heartily 
indeed, I do not worry too much about ‘the final outcome in the 
lives of most of those involved. 

I note it has appeared here and there over the country, as it 
has occurred throygh the centuries. Here in Atlanta it has taken a 
really reprehensible form, involving house-breaking. It requires 
only some good police work, intelligent handling when those re- 
sponsible are found, and punishment for the real ring leaders who 
will be found old enough to know they are engaged in near crim- 


inal activity and not fun.

Meanwhile, if the fathers will have the good sense to relate 
their own melon and peach stealing wandalism, and fun, to what 
is happening now, we would come nearer a real and permanent 
solution.

It is subject to 
change and to amendment as time shows the need for such amend- 
ments.

Nor, even could the charter of the new world organization be 
perfect, can we expect man to live up to it, to abide by its rules, 
to obey it, for many years to come. 

A creature who has not yet learned to obey the basic 10 com- 
mandments of God's law, cannot be expected to obey, overnight, 
any program drawn up by man, however inspired its human. au- 
thors may have been. 

But this San Francisco charter is the plan, the map, by which 
we must strive to create the world of which we have dreamed, the 
world free, for always, of the threat of war. 

If this does not work, the hope for human survival grows dim. 
If this goes into history as a failure, that very failure will be a 
signal for the suicide of the human race. God will have to start 
again on this one of His worlds with some new race better fitted 
to carry out His ideals than man has proved himself to be. 


Stumbling Blocks There will be many stumbling blocks De- 


tween the proposal and the proving of 
the plan for lasting world peace. Such things as excessive nation- 
alism, greed, intolerance, overweening pride will all threaten the 
thing now created. : 

We face, undoubtedly, centuries of effort to make the plan work. 
We must have faith and, by our individual support, make those 
centuries years of progress toward achievement of our hopes. 

Someday, our faith insists, the idealism which paints a human 
society of universal obedience to the basic laws, a human society 
of peace and goodwill between all men, regardless of nationality, 
of creed or of race, will triumph. 

But, to bring about that triumph, we must, all of us, not only 
learn to obey each one of the 10 laws God gave to Moses on the 
tables of stone; we must learn, likewise, to obey that new com- 
mandment which Jesus gave, when He said:

F ive-Justice Court sion tomorrow with only five justices on 
the bench, the vacancy created by the death of Justice Warren Grice 
still open. Gov. Arnall is expected to announce an appointment 
of the sixth justice when he returns from Detroit soon. This ap- 
pointment is the highlight of all political conversation around the 
capitol these days. In addition to Attorney General Grady Head, 
of Ringgold; Harry Strozier, of Macon; Judge Tom Candler, of 
Blairsville, and Judge I. H. Sutton, of the court of appeals, two 
other judges have been mentioned lately. They are Judge Harold 
Hawkins, of Marietta, and Judge Clifford Pratt, of Winder. Most 
guesses are that Head will receive the appointment in view of his 
close race for the post a few years ago and in reward of his work 
on the freight rate suit. Strozier, with strong support from the 
lawyers of the state, is believed to hold the edge for the seventh 
bench seat to be created by the new constitution—if adopted. A 
writer of city codes and a professor of law at Mercer, Strozier is 
recognized as outstanding material for the review court. Friends of 
Judge Candler have been waging an active campaign to have him 
named to the high court; however.

Lt. Logam is standing out in front of a tent, trying to de- 
writing on a Japanese monument which is somewhat scarred 
fire, and he is stroking a fierce red moustache. 


when a strafing Jap comes over 
and shoots so close to him he leaps 
into a ditch which is full of water 
up to his ears. And the evening 
when Lts. Logan and Hedden, the 
dopes, are standing outside their 
foxhole watching a great ack-ack 
display, and a 20-millimeter slug 
passes so close to them it flicks 
the front of Lt. Logan’s pants.

Heavy reductions in the acre- 
age of market vegetables are re- 
ported from most sections, while 
unfavorable weather has already 
Caused severe damage to growing 
vegetables and fruits, and delay- 
ed the planting of canning crops, 
which is sure to affect the yield. 
CIVILIAN SUPPLIES CUT 

Even with a normal crop, Er- | 
mest Moore. manager of the De-| 
partment of Agriculture victory 
garden campaign, told the confer- 
ences the allotment of commercial | 
fanned goods for civilian use next 
winter will be reduced over all 
by 25 per cent while the reduc- 
tion in the case of beans and to- 
matoes will be one-half. 

Those familiar with present 
blue point values will understand 
what that means. Nutritionists es- 
timate that only one-tenth the veg- 
etables required for normal nutri- 
tion can be bought with the pres- 
ent blue point ration. Unless sup- 
plemented with fresh or frozen 
vegetables, which are unrationed, 
serious malnutrition would result. 
ONLY ANSWER | 

With blue points still fewer, and | 
unrationed vegetables shrinking) 
in supply, Victory gardens remain) 
the only answer to a food prob-, 
lem which officials paint in much 
darker colors when speaking pri-| 
vately, than in their official state- 
ments, gloomy .as they are. 

Though Victory gardens are far 
more needed this year than in 
1943, it is estimated that so far 
25 per cent fewer have been 
planted. Some of this loss is due 
to bad weather, and some to lack 
of interest. It is hoped that word 
of the serious need for every 
pound of food that can be pro- 
Guced will revive the crusade 
spirit and bring about the plant- 
ing of millions of new gardens, 
and the enlargement of those al- 
ready started.

Insects that chew 
may be controlled by the use of arsenical 
sprays such as calcium arsenate, Paris 
green, arsenic of lead, etc. Almost all of 
the common insects may be killed by the 
use of a spray with a pyrethrum. or ro- 
tenone base. For mildew and blight on 
roses use Massey dust, on other plants 
use Bordo mixture. Bean beetles are hav- 
ing a glorious time now. A mixture of 
caicium arsenate, sulphur and lime will 
make a good dust for their control. The

How a New Englander 
discovered America. . 


NE summer day in 1893, a young woman 
stood at the top of Pikes Peak and 
gazed at the ample, swelling land far below. 
Words began to drift into her mind. Strong 
words — words that were to thrill millions. 
The young woman was Katharine Lee 
Bates, and the words which came to her on 
a summit of the Rockies became the beloved 
hymn, “America the Beautiful.” 

By nightfall Miss Bates had completed 
the four stanzas of the poem. Two years 
later, after various revisions, she published 
them for the first time in the “Congrega- 
tionalist.” It was July 4, 1895. 

There could be no more fitting birth 
date for a song so American in spirit. 
Its author’s story is equally American. 

She was born in Falmouth on Cape Cod, 
in 1859. Her father, a minister, died when 
she was three. Through a brother's self- 
sacrifice, she went to Wellesley. She was 
graduated in 1880, stayed on as a teacher. 


Here, even after she retired in 1926, she 
lived surrounded by her friends and books, 
and by her pets, until her death in 1929. 

We who studied under her loved the quips 
and pranks of her lively wit. Yet, it was 
strange that a song so universal in character 
should come from her pen. She led a shel- 
tered, academic life; her other published 
works never received such popular acclaim. 
But in “America the Beautiful” she tran- 
scended herself and her times. 

Today her hymn is sung by millions of 
people — wherever a group of Americans 
gather. It has even been used in adapta- 
tions by Canada, Mexico and Australia. It 
has become, in truth, one of the great songs 
of democracy itself. —— by Rita Halle Kiee- 
man and Laura Hubbard Loomis. 


Next Saturday, radio, too, will pay 
tribute to this great American song. 
In co-operation with THIS WEEK, the 
Columbia Broadcasting System will 
present its story on ““‘The Land Is 
Bright,”’ the weekly program known as 
“an affectionate almanac of life in 
America.”’

Perhaps we'd better go 
up there and meet those pilots so that I can 
get to work.”

“The flight before us blocked ‘em off,”’ said 
a tall pilot sauntering in. “They knocked a

Marshal Stalin sets 
out to top American 
skyscrapers. Look... 


N THE center of Moscow the steel 

skeleton of a record-breaking 
skyscraper is rising. When it is fin- 
ished, it will be by far the largest 
and tallest building in the world. 
But it will also set another, much 
stranger record: It will be the one 
skyscraper in the world that has 
had to be built twice. 

In 1937, thousands of engineers 
and workers began work on the 
“Palace of the Soviets.”” It was to be 
a grand gesture of national pride — 
a building more than a quarter-mile 
high, topped by a giant statue of 
Lenin. It would have been big 
enough to house the whole Soviet 
Central Government. 

In the spring of 1941, the vast 
framework was pushing steadily 
skyward — until the day of June 22. 
hat was the date that Nazi tanks 
crossed the Russian border; work 
on the Palace stopped suddenly. 
Then, as Hitler’s Panzer divisions 
bored deeper, the army of Palace 
workers received a stunning order, 
typical of Russian audacity: Tear 
the whole building down. The Soviet 
war effort came first — armament 
factories needed the countless tons 
“of fine steel. 


Start to Rebuild 


For the next four years, Moscow 
had only a great gaping hole in the 
ground as a reminder of its martyred 
colossus. But last April, as the Red 
armies stood ready to march on Ber- 
lin, and final victory was certain, 
workers started the long task of re- 
building the Palace. This time no 
Russian is worried about having to 
tear it down again. 

Even to Americans, who are 
used to skyscrapers, the détails 
of the Palace are staggering: It 
will be seven times the mass of 
the Empire State Building and 
115 feet higher — 1,365 feet in 
all. Lenin's statue, set 1,000 feet 
above street level, will be three 
times the height of the Statue of 
Liberty. The Palace will house 40,- 
000 regular government employees, 
who will be shuttled up and down by 
142 elevators and 62 cacalators. 


Of the 6,000 rooms, the largest 
will be an amphitheater designed 
for meetings of the Soviet Congress. 
It will seat 22,000 — several thou- 
sand more than Madison Square 
Garden. The second-largest room 
will be the “Small Auditorium,” 
merely the size of Radio City Music 
Hall. 

Not only will the whole Palace 
be air-conditioned, but in the large 
amphitheater there will be “breeze 
vents’’ in the back of each chair. 
You just twist a dial on the seat back 
in front of you, and you can have 
soft or strong breezes according to 
your fancy. 


Has Nowel System 


A more important novelty of the 
amphitheater is its language-trans- 
lation system. The U.S.S.R. is a 
polyglot nation, but headphones at- 
tached to all the 22,000 seats will 
enable the delegates to hear a speak- 
er’s statements in any of 16 tongues. 
The trick will be managed by a staff 
of interpreters, who will give run- 
ning translations of each speech into 
16 different microphones. 

Americans are bound to be a little 
envious of the Palace — we like to 
feel that we have a corner on sky- 
scrapers. But it is a compliment that 
Soviet officials hired a New York 
firm of engineers to design the foun- 
dations. They are following the 
firm’s advice, which would seem 
pretty drastic to a layman: Briefly, 
the 1,365-foot Palace is being built 
on a slight angie, like a modified 
Leaning Tower of Pisa. 


“Save the shell — | might 
not like it out herel” 


The chief consulting engineer on 
the foundations is Colonel Carlton 
S. Proctor, of New York, and you 
might think he’d be a little worried 
about what to say if the Palace ever 
tipped over. Colonel Proctor laughs 
heartily at the notion, however. He 
explains very simply that the angle 


“compensates for the inequalities. 


of the compressibility of the under- 
lying bedrock.”” As a matter of 
fact, he says, the angle is so 
small that probably many sky- 
scrapers are more out of plumb 
by accident than the Palace is on 
purpose. 

Colonel Proctor thinks that there 
is another aspect of the building 
much more dramatic than the angle. 
He points out that the main tower 
section is built without a single in- 
terior column. Imagine a room as 
big around as a baseball park, ex- 
tending up as high as the Chrysler 
Building. Try to imagine this room 
supported only by its outer walls, 
without a single inside support. If 
you can, you will have a rough idea 
of the Palace's construction. 


Meets the Engineer 


CoLoneL Proctor’s favorite story 
about the Palace is completely non- 
technical: After he had finished pre- 
liminary studies of the building here 
in America, he shipped to Russia 
to examine the rock structure of the 
foundations. A party of Soviet offi- 
cials escorted him to the Palace site 
and presented him to the engineer 
in charge of the deep exploratory 
pits. Colonel Proctor just stared for 
a moment: 

**The engineer,’’ he says, “turned 
out to be a lady.” 

Later he found out that a good 
proportion of the Palace crew — 
from big shots down to laborers — 
were women. “‘Damn ‘fine workers, 
too,”” he says. 

As in the case of every skyscraper 
built to date, the Palace will raise 
the old argument: “But is it beauti- 
ful?’’ This time the battle will rage 
hotter than ever because it is not 
customary to set 325-foot statues on 
top of skyscrapers. 

But beautiful or not, few will deny 
that the twice-built Palace of the 
Soviets is a bold, courageous ven- 
ture — a fitting monument to the 
Russian men and women whose bold 
courage turned back the Nazi hordes

Raspberry Shrub is a 
summer drink you can 
make in your kitchen 


SK Margaret Chase Smith, 
Republican Congresswoman 
from the Pine Tree State, what she 
can cook best and her answer is 
raspberries. One look at a box of red 
raspberries and her thoughts go 
winging to Skowhegan, Maine, to 


the storage cellar of the big house 
she once called home. What's that 
on ‘the shelves? Bottles of ruby 
syrup, row upon row. It’s raspberry 
shrub. 

Growing raspberries was the be- 
loved hobby of the late Congress- 
man Clyde Smith, who grew the 
largest, sweetest red raspberries any- 
where in the East. And not just a 
handful, but bushels of berries, each 
one perfect, jewel lovely. He expect- 
ed these treasures to make royal 


table appearance, and Mrs. Smith 
made it her job to see that they did. 

The very finest berries she served 
with a dusting of sugar wading in 
cream. She heaped the berries into 
fragile tart shells, melted currant 
jelly to pour over the fruit, topped 
this with meringue and into the 
oven to delicately brown. Or the 
tart shells might be half-filled with 
custard, a cozy bed for fat berries — 
meringue-topped or not. 

She learned to make raspberry 
pies of such flaky crust, that a mere 
touch of the knife loosed the fra- 
grant juice. But delight to the lady 
of Maine was the making of her 
grandmother's raspberry shrub 
which she served as a symbol of old- 
time hospitality. Now that Mrs. 
Smith has succeeded her husband in 
Congress and Washington is home, 
she makes shrub there in her kitch- 
enette apartment. But only a dozen 
bottles this year; shrub dips too 
deeply into the sugar. A joyous drink 
is this raspberry nectar. Dilute the 
rich vinous syrup with water, pour 
over cracked ice — a refreshment to 
cool and content the drinker. 

Raspberry Shrub 

4 quarts raspberries 

1 quart cider vinegar 

Sugar 

Clean and pick over berries. Cover 
with vinegar and let stand four days. 
Strain. To each cup of juice add one 
cup of sugar. Boil 15 minutes and 
bottle when cold. Approximate 
yield: 5 cups syrup. Serve diluted 
with three parts of cold water to 
one part syrup.
